On February 12, 1969 The Academic Staff visited the 
Bducational Media Mobile, which functioncd as an extension 
of The Center for Learning Resources, Division of Educational 
Media, ovate Department of Public Instruction. The mobile 
was located at Unchurch Junior High School, Racford, North 
Carolina.

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SOCIAL EDUCATION AND GUIDANCE 


The Social Education and Guidance programs at Leonard 
during the current period included a conducted tour of 
Richmond Technical Institute (near Rockingham). The purpose 
of this tour was to familiarize a group of twenty boys with 
the Community College and Technical Institute programs in 
North Carolina, as well as to give them an overview of the 
educational and industrial training opportunities that are 
available at low cost throughout the state. 

The guidance counselor gave showings of two educational 
films to all classes and maintained a display in the guidance 
office of materials related to employment and educational 
opportunities in which Leonard students may be interested 
upon departure from the institution.

Among the cherries, pear anc peach selections, I would 
like to point to a new, pear called the Bradford. The Braétord 
pear was released by the New Crop Research Branch of the U.S. 
Department of Apriculture in 1960. The offsprings of this 
new pear are beginning to appear in commerical channels. It 
is described as being of uniform growth, denseheaded with 
thousands of white blooms in spring. The foliage seems to be 
its main feature, having broad, wavy glossy-grecn leaves 
turning late in the fall to a bronze purple and then to rosyred. 
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rev iruateare inconspicueus. 

In listing valuable small flowering trees, we should keep 
in mind the several excellent native varicties with which we 
ere blessed. itiotable among these are the Readbud, Shadbush, 
Meiver—Dejli,.tringe- tree and the sourwood, é 

Meo cich and largely untapped source of potentially beauti- 
ful small Crapemyrtile, Vitex, Star and Saucer lagnolias, the 
Pringebush, Lilacs, Snowballa, Hydrangeas and Viburnums. 

Rinvyourarewlucky enough to have a large old specimen of 
any of these, select the healthiest, largest stem to keep and 
Gut to the ground all the others. shape the remaining top to 
Gevelop as the “head”. in afew seasons you will have a 
Gonversation tree.

When I first came to Leonard 

some seventeen (17) months ago, I 

came with an attitude that many 

people felt that I should change.

It never 
crossed my mind that the best way 
to do this would be to try as 
hard as I could to improve myself 
in every way. 


Instead of trying to improve, 
however, I tried to fake my way 
through, I tried to appear to be

At tiues, I even 
tried to play "crazy" in hopes of 
being transferred to the Evalua— 
tion Center. That was where I

8Ctions got me nothing but trouble 
and embarrasment. I not only had

trouble with my teachers and 
counselors, but with my fellow 
Students as well, Everyone could 
see right through me and knew that 
I was not trying to improve. 


In time, however, I began to 
see how useless and unrewarding 
my phony behavior was. It dawned 
on me that I was doing myself more 
harm than good by refusing to co- 
operate with the very people who 
were trying to help me. Someone 
had once told me that the reason 
we have two ears and one mouth is 
so we could say only half as much 
as we hear. Somehow I had always 
managed to do just the opposite, 
but iahfinally occurred voume 
that perhaps I wasn't listening 
as much as Toishoulds Soh ide= 
cided to talk less and listen more. 
I began to pay more attention to 
the advice that people gave me. 
It worked wonders! I am getting 
along much better with everyone 
concerned, including my fellow 
students as well as the staff. I 
hadn't believed it when I'd been 
told what a difference a change 
in attitude would make, but now I 
know for sure. A good attitude 
makes all the difference in the 
Worle!

A few years ago as I got a- 
round the country in College 
Admissions work I got some strange 
and disturbing reactions from 
some of our black youth. Some 
steadfastly refused to consider 
entering a predominantly black institution 
simply because it was predominantly black 
and possibly an the assumption that such 
institutions are by their nature inferior. 
But mich of this is changing now. 


This effort to disassociate 
oneself from one's heritage is 
the outgrowth of a process of 
brain washing which has historical- 
ly and traditionally prevailed a- 
mong black people. It is this 
same brain washing process that 
causes many black people to ac- 
cept the notion that they are 
really inately inferior and that 
they are just not supposed to do 
things as well as other people 
because of this inate inferiority. 
But let no one convince you that 
God Almighty ever meant the color 
of a person's skin to be anything 
more than a badge of distinction. 
America, you see, is a pluralistic 
society to which all racial groups 
have contributed. So I say to you 
wear your race with a quiet dignity 
and pride that befits a people who 
have braved and overcome insur- 
mountable odds to become a vital 
and living part of America.

Project 0.P.E.N. 


some three years ago I helped 
to develop in Washington, D. C. a 
project called Opportunity Project- 
ed for Education Now. It had two 
basic purposes: (1) Motivation and 
(2) Counseling. For students al- 
ready in school our purpose was to 
motivate them to continue; for thox 
who had dropped out we hoped to 
motivate and counsel them to return 
We used the counseling function to 
counsel these young people toward 
post secondary educational opportum: 
ties and toward institutions suitec 
to their backgrounds and career 
goals and toward financial aid re- 
sources to help support them in 
school. 


I want to tell you that too many 
of these young people, both those 
still in school and the drop outs, 
had been "turned off," "alienated" 
by their school environments. Our 
project is a God sent to these 
young people. It is a place where 
they can come and "get things off 
their chests" to really talk about 
things that concern them and have 
people listen compassionately. It 
is a place where they can come to 
relieve themselves of their frustra- 
tions and to get help. I was in 
Washington a few weeks ago and 
went by the office and the project 
is not only thriving but is doing 
a booming business. We started in 
three rooms in a renovated three 
story house. Today we occupy the 
whole house and are preparing to 
establish satellite centers in 
other parts of the city. We start- 
ed with juniors and seniors in 
high school with the intent of work 
ing down to junior high school. 


I firmly believe that if 
education is to meet the challenges 
of the age those of us who teach 
and lead must find the right

A formal course of instruc- 
tion in driver education was 
initiated at Leonard School on 
June 8, 1970. The course, which 
is sponsored by the Hoke County 
School Board, is available to all 
boys of age fifteen and over. 


Thirty-two boys are present- 
ly enrolled in the course which 
includes both classroom instruc- 
tion and practical experience on 
the road, Upon completion, each 
Student will receive a certificate 

of proficiency which will en- 
title him to an attempt to qualify 

for his license through proper 
testing by the Highway Patrol. 
Normally, the student would be- 
come eligible for testing at age 
eighteen, but completion of this 
course assures eligibility for a 
learner's permit at age 154 and 
&@ regular license at age 16. An- 
other advantage is a lower in- 
Surance rate for persons having 
had the course.

This allows the teacher to 
explore library resources 
pertaining to his or her 
Subjeat field. 


3. To increase the use of 
library materials. 


4. To permit the librarian an 
Opportunity to foster better 
Communications with teachers 
and students. 


5. To give the librarian a 
closer insight into the 
CY type of elassroom materials 
needed. 


The purpose of the plan 
sheets was to allow the teachers 
to list ways in which the 
librarian could help to integrate 
classroom and library instruc- 
tion.

A SAFETY GUIDE FOR OPERATING THE 
LAWN MOWER 


With the growing season 
getting underway in most parts of 
the county, proper operation of 
the lawn moweris of vital import- 
ance. 


Along with the basics, the 
rules go into such topics as 
steep slopes, gravel driveways, 
and low hanging trees. 


Great care must be taken 
Li tet heyrare 
too sharp, do not mow them at 
all. Replace the grass with a 
ground cover or a rock garden. 


When using a walk behind 
mower on a hill, mow across the 
Slope laterally never up and 
down. With a riding mower or a 
tractor, the rule is just the 
opposite: mow up and down for 
greater stability and avoid 
sudden uphill starts. 


With gravel drives, take 
care to disengage the mower 
blade of your riding unit when 
passing from the grass surface 
to the driveway. With walk—be- 
hind mowers, be sure the engine 
is off when crossing gravel 
driveways, or other gravel areas. 


Low hanging branches can 
give trouble when mowing. Ideal- 
ly, they should be cut away. If 
this vie ino. pracsieal, ) ihe 
operator should take special 
care, avoiding the area alto- 
gether with a power machine if 
there is any chance of injury- 
being hit in the face by branches 
or perhaps being knocked off a 
riding mower. 


A list of rules that should 
be of help to mowers are as follows:

Signed to fit our needs and 
Supply the crops on our particnilar 
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Is it in good operating

use? Is the water supply ample? 
Is our field set up or pipe lay- 
out the best for the equipment 
available? Do we determine and 
use the amount of water needed 
and at the most critical time in 
the plants life? Are we apply- 
ing too much or too little? 

Do we minimize water loss-—leaks, 
wind drift, evaporation? 


The time of year influences 
our use of an irrigation system. 
Rainfall is usually more adequate 
in winter and early spring; how- 
ever, winds during early spring 
may dry out sandy soils, affect- 
ing germination and plant live- 
ability. . Lack of rainfall dur- 
ing other seasons may affect 
germination. High temperature 
affects evaporation, as do 
humidity, wind or air movement, 
loudy versus full sunshine, 
length of day. Plant factors 
to consider are: stage of 
development, depth of moisture 
replacement, rate of use during 


.different stages of plant 


development. The greatest need 
is from bloom through harvest. 


In operating an irrigation 
system the individual must deter 
mine when to apply water. ‘Plan 
to irrigate on a schedule if 
possible but be flexible enough 
to be able to adjust your sche- 
dule for excessive or lack of 
rainfall. Plants must have 
water before wilting or other 
damage to the plant. Sandy 
soils must be irrigated more

In 1767, on the West Indian 
island of Grenada, there was 
born a Negro slave who at the age 
of forty-five (45) became a king. 
His name was Henry Christophe. 
Christophe went to Haiti at the 
age of twenty-three (23) to take 
part iinia revolt by the Negro 
slaves against their French 
masters. He joined the army of 
General Jean Jacques Dessalines, 
who defeated Napoleon Bonaparte's 
mighty army and drove the French 
off the island. Dessalines then 
declared himself Emperor of Haiti. 
Christophe killed Dessalines and 
proclaimed himself President for 
life of Haiti. Six (6) years 
later he changed his title to 
"King of Haiti." The Haitian 
people did not like the idea of 
having a king, so they rose in 
revolt against Christophe. Rather 
than deal with the raging mob, he 
shot and killed himself. He was 
fifty-three (53) years old.

FRED MORRISON TALKS ON 
JUVENILE CORRECTION SYSTEM 


MCCain ~- State Jaycees President 
Fred Morrison today called on Jaycees 
and all citizens alike, to respond to 
the challenges and needs of our juvenile 
correction system. 


Citing the North Carolina Bar 
Association's Penal System Study 
Committee's report of the grave defi- 
cienclies existing in the juvenile 
system, he urged citizen involvement in 
accomplishing the goals of returning the 
students of our training schools to their 
communities better equipped and able to 
meet the expectations and demands of our’ 
complex society. 


Morrison stated: ''The key to the 
success of these goals will most probabl: 
be found in community based programs and 
facilities such as Boys Home and Girl's 
Haven. As responsible citizens let us 
seek out methods of treatment and care 
for our youth within their respective 
community rather than using the "dumping 
ground'!! concept of the past... If we are 
to be successful in our efforts to re- 
duce our crime rate it is imperative that 
we devote the utmost attention to 
juveniles in trouble..." 


Morrison also announced that in 
response to a request from Commissioner 
of Youth Development, James Paige, the 
North Carolina Jaycees have agreed to 
spearhead a dental treatment program for 
students at all eight (8) training 
schools in the state. The Raleigh . 
Jaycees have recently completed a pro- 
ject calling for dental examinations of 
all students at the C. A. Dillon School 
at Butner and other chapters will do 
the same at others schools in the system.

A BRIEF SUMMARY

However, several other educational 
opportunities were of evidence in the 
program. . 


Six (6) students were honored 
with the opportunity to attend the 
Career Day Activities at Fayetteville 
State University. The guest speaker 
for the occasion was our Commissioner, 
Mr. James M. Paige. His topic was 
"What Education Is All About", He 
elaborated on the topic in relation 
to the world of work and what it 
takes to be successful in dealing 
with people. There were four qualities 
he considered the key to success; 

1) be fair, 2) be honest, 2) be compe- 
tent, and 4) believe in God. 


Of the trips taken, they ranged 
from visits to vocational sites to 
places of social interest. The trips 
were to Proctor Silex Co., and Sand- 
hill Community College in Southern 
Pines, North Carolina, Rohm Haas Co., 
Grannis Field Airport, Fayetteville 
State University, Fayetteville Techni- 
cal Institute, Pope Air Force Base 
and Fort Bragg, North Carolina. 


On the visits to the industrial 
plants, the students were divided 
into small groups and briefed by 
the guides as to the products pro- 
duced in the plants. They were

the raw marerials to the finished 
products. It was amazing to the 
students to see and learn about 
the different departments and the 
number of people it requires to 
operate plants of this nature. 
Upon completion of the tours, the 
students were given the opportunity 
to ask questions about the factor- 
ies and the qualifications for 
employment. 


At the Community College and 
Technical Institute, the students 
‘were given some insight into the 
background of the institutions, 
how to apply for admission, courses 
offered to secure trades and those 
offered to secure further education 


The trip to Pope Air Foree 
Base was thrilling to all the stu- 
dents. Information about the sites 
scheduled on the tour was sent to 
us in order to brief the students 
prior to the visit. This aroused 
the curiosity of the students to 
its highest peak. 


We arrived at the Operation 
Base at 9:30 A.M., and was joined 
by Captain John MacIntyre.

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TRIP iO POPE’ AIR FORCE BASE 


We arrived at the Operation 
Base at 9:50 a.m. We were joined 


by Captain John MacIntyre, who was 


our tour guide. We changed buses 
end rode out on the air field to 
tour the C-140 Hercules. We learned 
several interesting things about 
this plane and I will mention a few. 
First of all, it takes four men to 
Operate it. It can carry a load of 
36,700 lbs of cargo, 92 fully equip- 
ed troops, 64 paratroops, or 74 
litter patients with two attendants, 
It has eight fuel tanks and can fly 
the Atlantic nonstop or the Pacific 
with one refueling, The loading and 
unloading method of the plane was 
also explained to us. This plane 
Wan take off instantly. 


Next we went to the Aerial Port 
and saw a movie about how troopers 
survived if a plane crashed or a 
paratrooper was lost after a jump. 
We were allowed to look at some of 
the the things in a survival kit, 
such as a water bag, purification 
tablets, and several other things. 


After lunch, we went out to 
Normandy Drop Zone to watch some of 
the paratroopers jump, but it had 
to be postponed. Then we came back 
to the Control Tower. There were 
four men who guided the planes in 
for landing. They showed us a radar 
used for guiding planes in at night 
or when it's foggy. We also looked 
through a pair of binocular to see 
planes that were a distance off, 


The last place we visited was 
the Fire Department. There we saw 
a film on how fires are put out on 
@ plane. There were also parts of 
the films in which we saw a plane 
on fire and how it was put out by 
a powder foam from a fire extinquisher.

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"A TOKEN FOR CHANGE" 


"Don't scar up my floor, you'll make me not get my points." 
This exclamation was heard by a Cottage Parent as he busied 
himself with the preparations for weekly inspection of his 
unit. Upon closer investigation he discovered the cause for 
the excitement. A friend of another student had unthinkingly 
walked into his room while the student was preparing for in- 
Spection and he was afraid that his floors, which were shined 
to a sheen, brilliant enough to see your image in, would get 
scarred causing him not to make those everloving, all power- 
ful points which is sought after with the same zeal as the 
"In God We Trust American Dollar." Why? Because the deduct- 
ible Point System, which was implemented at Samuel Leonard 
School in February, yielded fantastic results. 


Students can lose or earn points and are required to main- 
tain a certain level to be eligible for participation in 
certain functions. For instance, in order to be considered 
for release a student must have obtained a thousand points 
and receive at least three (3) "yes" votes during the Release 
and Adjustment Committee Meeting. The principle of the De- 
ductive Point System is the illumination of the negative to 
accentuate the positive. 


It works this way. Upon arrival a student is automatically 
given five hundred (500) points. This practice lets the 
Student khow that he is accepted at "face value". It helps 
to build trust and allows for the immediate participation 
of the student in almost all activities. The minimum eligi- 
bility score requires five hundred (500) points, with the 
exception to being released for good, serving on the Student 
Government, living on the "VIP UNIT" etc. The completd 
system is explained to each new student during 0 & I 
(Orientation and Indoctrination) and he can start earning 
points immediately. 


Many students have already earned a thousand points and now 
are looking forward to going before the Release and Ad- 
justment Committee. Although we recognize that the Point 
System is not a panacea, it has certainly served as a 
valuable tool for behavioral modification and most of the 
students like it.

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READING LAB PROGRAM 


During the 1972-73, school 
year, more than 120 students have 
participated in the reading lab 
at Samuel Leonard School. In 
order to establish eligibility for 
the reading program, each stu- 
dent was carefully selected ac- 
cording to intelligence, reading 
potential, and the degree of the 
reading gap. The reading gap 
refers to the difference between 
one's reading potential.

The above statement is simply 
expressing that an individual may 
have the potential to read on a given 
level, but he is not performing on 
that begei because of certain reading 
deficiencies he possesses, To detect 
certain reading deficiencies, a 
battery of diagnostic tests was 
administered. The test used to screen 
the students are as follows; 








(1) Slosson Oral Reading Test is a 
5 device used to determine a stu- 
| dent's Reading level. 


(2) The Slosson Intelligence Test 


is used to derive ones Intelli- 
gence Quotient. 


The Telebinocular (eye test) is 
given to determine whether stu- 
dents have visual problems. 


(4) The Hand-Eye Coordinator Test 
is given to determine whether 
a student has mixed dominance. 
After giving the test the in- 
structor can discover whether a 
student is one-sided (unilateral) 
or whether a student!s domin- 
ance is crossed-up or confused. 


(5) The Z2 & B Phonics Test is given. 

to detect any problems students 
have in phonics, From the re- 
sults of this test (Z & B), the 
Reading Teacher can plan for 
the student a program of phonics. 
The Z & B Test also determines 
the various tapes that each 
student will be given during 
their visits in the Reading 
Lab classes, 


(6) The Gates Mac Ginitie Reading 
Test is used to measure reading 
achievement. 


Listed below are the various 
wines used for instruction for 
teaching skills in the Reading Lab. 





(1) The Craig Reader is a device 


used to enhance perceptual 
organization, to increase eye 
fixation span, to teach the 
skill of verticle reading, and 
to increase reading speed. 


(2) The Tachomatic "500" and the 
Perceptiamatic have basically 
the same functions as the Craig 
Reader, 


(3) The Language Master has several 
functions: It teaches phonics, 
spelling, reading, foreign 
language, vocabulary develop- 
ment, pronuciation of words, 
corrects faulty speech habits, 
and it aids in proper articula- 
tion, etc. 


(4) The Telebinocular is the device 
used to give students eye exani- 
nations. The Stereo Readers 
are devices used to develop hand 
eye coordination along with 
changing the neurological struc- 
ture in the brain for those stu- 
dents having mixed dominances. 


The reading program has been 
instrumental in an effort to remedy 
many of the reading deficiencies of 
students in the reading classes. 
Presently, students who are enrelled 
in the reading classes, levels of 
reading begin at 1.0 and extend to 
8.7. Since there has been periodic 
changes in the school's schedule and 
since there has been a decrease in 
the school's total population, the 
Reading Lab's enrollment has dropped 
about 20%, 


The Reading Lab at Leonard 
serves more than the purpose of just 
filfilling the needs of students in 
the reading classes. Consequently, 
any student can beset the Lab during 
their lunch periods or other hours 
during the school day when they have 
been granted permission by their 
classroom teachers.

In some instances, periodic counseling 
sessions are held in the Lab with 
students in groups or individually. 
Some of the types of counseling prob- 
lems are as follows: Respecting 

the rights of others, how to get a- 
long with peers, reading problems, 
good conduct, home-sick, proper 
attitudes, running away from school, 
facing reality, etc. Conferences 

are held with the Principal, Class- 
room Teachers, the Guidance Counselor, 
and other Staff Members regarding 
students work and progress. 


The Samuel Leonard School Read- 
ing Program is of great value to 
all the students who dwell within 
its walls. The overall attitudes 
of the students in the Reading Pro- 
gram have been positive, with a 
few negatives. The writer feels 
that the spring-board used to moti- 
vate or stimulate the students was 
classical books, comic books, 
magazines, and other materials of 
interest based on the reading level 
of all the students at the Samuel 
Leonard School.

The Eighth Graders have been 
Studying the kinds of language. We 
usually think of language as the 
words we use when communicating 
with each other.

It includes a whole range of gestures, 
Tacial expression, signs, sounds and 
‘Symbols that you use to express your 
ideas and thoughts. We divided 
language into two parts: nonverbal 
language and verbal language. 


At this reporting period we 
are going to share with you our views 
and skills that we acquired in using 
nonverbal means of communicating 
with others. A form of nonverbal 
language is called sign language. 
No spoken or written words are used 
in nonverbal language. Before we 
began to speak, we used a language 
of gestures to let others know what 
we were thinking.

In citing the need for educa- 
tional reform, Preyer noted, "A 
fundamental purpose of education 
ms tO prepare the young to live a - 
productive and rewarding life. 

For far too many Americans, our 
schools are failing in this 
essential mission," 


In other areas, schools have 
done a good job, he explained. For 
example, the dropout rate has been 
reduced substantially since 1900 
when only one out of 15 students 
finished elementary school, said 
Preyer. 


Nevertheless, he said 2.5 
million students are leaving the 
formal education system in the 
U. S. each year without adequate 
preparation for a career. 


In addition, Preyer noted 
that more persons are graduating 
from a four-year college with a 
bachelor's degree than there are 
jobs for degree holders.

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"A TOKEN FOR CHANGE" 


"Don't scar up my floor, you'll make me not get my points." 
This exclamation was heard by a Cottage Parent as he busied 
himself with the preparations for weekly inspection of his 
unit. Upon closer investigation he discovered the cause for 
the excitement. A friend of another student had unthinkingly 
walked into his room while the student was preparing for in- 
spection and he was afraid that his floors, which were shined 
to a sheen, brilliant enough to see your image in, would get 
scarred causing him not to make those everloving, all power- 
ful points which is sought after with the same zeal as the 
"In God We Trust American Dollar." Why? Because the deduct- 
ible Point System, which was implemented at Samuel Leonard 
School in February, yielded fantastic results. 


Students can lose or earn points and are required to main- 
tain a certain level to be eligible for participation in 
certain functions. For instance, in order to be considered 
for release a student must have obtained a thousand points 
and receive at least three (3) "yes" votes during the Release 
and Adjustment Committee Meeting. The principle of the De- 
ductive Point System is the illumination of the negative to 
accentuate the positive. 


It works this way. Upon arrival a student is automatically 
given five hundred (500) points. This practice lets the 
student khow that he is accepted at "face value". It helps 
to build trust and allows for the immediate participation 
of the student in almost all activities. The minimum eligi- 
bility score requires five hundred (500) points, with the 
exception to being released for good, serving on the Student 
Government, living on the "VIP UNIT" etc. The completd 
system is explained to each new student during 0 & J | 
(Orientation and Indoctrination) and he can start earning 


points immediately. 


Many students have already earned a thousand points and now 
are looking forward to going before the Release and Ad= 
justment Committee. Although we recognize that the Point 
System is not a panacea, it has certainly served as ‘ 
valuable tool for behavioral modification and most of the 


students like it.

READING LAB PROGRAM 


During the 1972-73, school year, 
more than 120 students have participated 
in the reading lab at Samuel Leonard 
Schoole In order to establish eligibility 
for the reading program, each student 
was carefully selected according to 
intelligence, reading potential, and 
the degree of the reading gape The 
reading gap refers to the difference 
between one's reading potential.

The above statement is simply 
expressing that an individual may 
have the potential to read on a given 
level, but he is not performing on 


that level because of certain reading 


deficiencies he possesses, To detect 
certain reading deficiencies, a ; 
battery of diagnostic tests was 
administered. The test used to screen 
the students are as follows: 

(1) Slosson Oral Reading Test is a 
device used to determine a stu- 
dent's Reading level. 

(2) The Slosson Intelligence Test 
is used to derive ones Intelli- 
gence Quotient. 

(3) The Telebinocular (eye test) is 
given to determine whether stu- 
dents have visual problems. 


The Hand-Eye Coordinator Test 

is given to determine whether 

a student has mixed dominance. 
After giving the test the in- 
structor can discover whether a 
student is one-sided (unilateral) 
or whether a student's domin- 
ance is crossed-up or confused. 


(4) 


the 4 & B Phonics Test is given. 
to detect any problems students 
have in phonics. From the re- 
sults of this test (Z & B), the 
Reading Teacher can plan for 
the student a program of phonics. 
The Z & B Test also determines 
the various tapes that each 
student will be given during 
their visits in the Reading 

Lab classes. 


The Gates Mac Ginitie Reading 
Test is used to measure reading 
achievement. 


(6) 


Listed below are the various 
machines used for instruction for 
teaching skills in the Reading Lab. 


(1) The Craig Reader is a device 


used to enhance perceptual 
organization, to increase eye 
fixation span, to teach the 
skill of verticle reading, and 
to increase reading speed. 
(2) The Tachomatic "500" and the 
Perceptiamatic have basically 
the same functions as the Craig 
Reader, 
(3) The Language Master has several 
functions: It teaches phonics, 
spelling, reading, foreign 
language, vocabulary develop- 
ment, pronuciation of words, 
corrects faulty speech habits, 
and. it aids in proper articula- 
tion, etc. 
(4) The Telebinocular is the device 
used to give students eye exani- 
nations. The Stereo Readers 
are devices used to develop hand 
eye coordination along with 
changing the neurological struc- 
ture in the brain for those stu- 
dents having mixed dominances. 


The reading program has been 
instrumental in an effort to remedy 
many of the reading deficiencies of 
students in the reading classes. 
Presently, students who are enralled 
in the reading classes, levels of 
reading begin at 1.0 and extend to 
8.7. Since there has been periodic 
changes in the school's schedule and 
since there has been a decrease in 
the school's total population, the 
Reading Lab's enrollment has dropped 
about 20%,

| The Eighth Graders have been 

_ Studying the kinds of language. We 
usually think of language as the 
words we use when communicating 

with each other. But language is 
more than a collection of words, 

It includes a whole range of gestures, 
facial expression, signs, sounds and 
Symbols that you use to express your 
ideas and thoughts. We divided 
language into two parts: nonverbal 
language and verbal language, 


At this reporting period we 
are going to share with you our views 
and skills that we acquired in using 
nonverbal means of communicating 
with others. <A form of nonverbal 
language is called sign language. 
No spoken or written words are used 
in nonverbal language. Before we 
began to speak, we used a language 
of gestures to let others know what 
we were thinking. Think of the 
gestures you would use to communicate 
these ideas;

In citing the need for educa- 
tional reform, Preyer noted, "A 
fundamental purpose of education 
me bO prepare the young to live a - 
productive and rewarding life. 

For far too many Americans, our 
schools are failing in this 
essential mission." 


In other areas, schools have 
done a good job, he explained. For 
example, the dropout rate has been 
reduced substantially since 1900 
when only one out of 15 students 
finished elementary school, said 
Preyer. 


Nevertheless, he said 2.5 
million students are leaving the 
formal education system in the 
U. S. each year without adequate 
preparation for a career, 


In addition, Preyer noted 
that more persons are graduating 
from a four-year college with a 
bachelor's degree than there are 
jobs for degree holders.

GUIDANCE DEPARTMENT 


The Samuel Leonard School 
Bowling Program terminated June 29, 
1973- The program was an asset to the 
school and contributed greatly to the 
behavior of the students. The total 
Student body participated in the pro- 
gram the four (4) months it was in 
operation. This was the first time 
a program of this nature had been 
offered in the Youth Development 
System and we feel that it proved to 
be very successful. 


Although the program lasted only 
a short period, our goals were accom 
plished. The program provided numer- 
ous learning experiences and remark- 
able improvement was made in the 
following areas: mathematical skills, 
physical skills, development of posi- 
tive competitive attitudes, organi- 
zation, acceptance of defeat, working 
harmoniously, leadership qualities, 
better self-esteem, the importance 
of following instructions and good 
Sportsmanlike conduct. 


It is our feeling that construc- 
tive use of leisure time will help 
these students with unacceptable 
qualities in the communities to 
channel them into more positive ones 
if they are exposed to organized ac-~ 
tivities. For the first time in many 
of these students lives, they were 
given the opportunity to take part 
and compete in an organized activity 
in the school and community with no 
limits in regards to grades, abili- 
ties, and socio-economie standards. 


Many of the students had never 


seen or had a bowling ball in their 
hands, but from their performance no 
indication of this was shown. They 
really put forth effort to excel in 
every aspect of the program. Spec-= 
tators could not believe the students 
were not from the public school sys- 
temo 


At the end of the program, one 
student had an average of one-hundred 
sixty (160) and several had averages 
over one-hundred twenty. On July 
17, 1973, an Awards Day was held to 
give recognition to the students for 
their performance. Twelve (12) tro- 
phies and twenty-nine (29) certifi- 
cates were presented. The excitement 
and glee on the students faces as they 
received the awards truly expressed 
their appreciation for having a 
chance to participate in an activity 
of this nature. 


As a result of the bowling pro- 
gram, the surrounding communities 
had the privilege and opportunity to 
get involved with the school and the 
well-being of the students. Several 
of the students gained big brothers 
and sisters, but one of the most im- 
portant things that came out of the 
program was that one of the students 
received foster parents.

New students enrolling for the 
first time were very anxious and eager 
to get started in their projects in 
automotives. We are looking forward 
to repairing go-carts, bicycles, mini- 
bikes, motorcycles, and doing small 
engine repairs. (lawn mowers), and 
the procédures used in painting metal 
items, (bicycles, motorcycles, vehicles, 
etCe).

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VOCATIONAL REHABILITATION 


The Vocational Rehabilitation 
Agency has implemented a statewide 
program of services for delinguent 
youths in state schools. This pro- 
gram has been approved by the North 
Carolina Department Of Youth Develop- 
mento 


Three basic areas were outlined to 
aid rehabilitation: (1) The establish- 
ment of a strong-comprehensive insti+ 
tutional based component or community- 
based counselors to provide follow-up 
Services to the youths returning from © . 
State training schools to the community 
and to initiate work with the local 
judicial district or judicial court 
having juvenile jurisdiction; and, (3) 
The establishment of co-operative 
agreements wuth judicial districts to 
house rehabilitation counselors with- 
in the court structure to work with 
pre-delinquent youths brought to the 
attention of the court but maintained 
in the community on probation. This 
program is currently serving approxi- 
mately 1800 youths per year. 


The purpose of this agency is 
rehabilitating the youths back into 
their communities, and to provide 
vocational training in the hopes that 
learning necessary skills to enter the 
competitive job market at above-appren- 
tice level would have a deterring effect 
on recidivism rates. Youths are test- 
ed by psychologists, who work closely 
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with vocational rehabilitation 
counselors. An effort is made to 
place the youths in vocational occu- 
pations, where they may achieve a 
measure of success, if they are not 
returning to public schools for 
various reasons.

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STUDENT CENTER NEWS 


The Student Center continues to 
be very popular among the students as 
the place to visit. This is due large- 
ly to the type of activities carried on 
in the center. There is the weekly 
good behavior roll, which is up-dated 
weekly, and permits the student to re- 
ceive first-hand knowledge of the number 
of students recommended by homeroom 
teachers for the behavior honor roll. 
To any student this is of great impor- 
tance because it carries with it extra 
points that may be used toward release. 
Each student on the good behavior roll 
for the week is invited to a social 
hour at the student center and re- 
freshments are served. 


The point tally sheets are also 
posted in the student center. These 
Sheets list each students name in the 
school and the number of points they 
received upon entering here and the 
number earned during the week. The 
Sheets are up-dated weekly. Upon re- 
ceiving 800 points, the student with 
good behavior is eligible for release. 
This permits the student to keep a 
record of his progress. 


Vocation assignments are received 
from the student center. The center 
staff works closely with the Vocational 
Rehabilitation Counselor. Many of our 
students are eligible to participate in 
the Vocational Rehabilitation program. 


The center also assists teachers 
and students with behavior problems, 
counseling, and interviews.

During this quarter the students 
were provided many exciting learning 
experiences, both on and off campus. 
We were mainly interested in introduc- 
ing and exposing the students to some 
of the basic principles and fundament- 
al skills found in the world of work. 
However, several other educational 
opportunities were of evidence in the 
progran..- 


Six (6) students were honored 
with the opportunity to attend the 
Career Day Activities at Fayetteville 
State University. The guest speaker 
for the occasion was our Commissioner, 
Mr. James M. Paige. His topic was 
"What Education Is All About". He 
elaborated on the topic in relation 
to the world of work and what it 
takes to be successful in dealing 
with people. There were four qualities 
he considered the key to success; 

1) be fair, 2) be honest, 2) be compe- 
tent, and 4) believe in God. 


Of the trips taken, they ranged 
from visits to vocational sites to 
places of social interest. The trips 
were to Proctor Silex Co., and Sand- 
hill Community College in Southern 
Pines, North Carolina, Rohm Haas Coe, 
Grannis Field Airport, Fayetteville 
State University, Fayetteville Techni- 
cal Institute, Pope Air Force Base 
and Fort Bragg, North Carolina. 


On the visits to the industrial 
plants, the students were divided 
into small groups and briefed by 
the guides as to the products pro- 
duced in the plants. They were 
given complete tours, starting with 
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the raw marerials to the finished 
products. It was amazing to the 
students to see and learn about 
the different departments and the 
number of people it requires to 
operate plants of this nature. 
Upon completion of the tours, the 
students were given the opportunity 
to ask questions about the factor- 
ies and the qualifications for 
employment. 


At the Community College and 
Technical Institute, the students 


were given some insight into the 


background of the institutions, 

how to apply for admission, courses 
offered to secure trades and those 
offered to secure further education 


The trip to Pope Air Force 
Base was thrilling to all the stu- 
dents. Information about the sites 
scheduled on the tour was sent to 
us in order to brief the students 
prior to the visit. This aroused 
the curiosity of the students to 
its highest peak. 


We arrived at the Operation 
Base at 9:30 A.M., and was joined 
by Captain John MacIntyre.

There we saw 
a film on how fires are put out on 
a plane. There were also parts of 
the films in which we saw a plane 
on fire and how it was put out by 
a powder foam from a fire extinguisher.
